‘PAINTED PILLOWS. 
INTERESTING FOOCHOW 
SINDUSTRY.. -: ° 

_ ‘FOR SOUTHERN USE. 

. Pillows made of painted. leather 
or rattan ‘matting are’ popular in 
South China, especially in the warm 
season. | Twenty-nine makers of 
this article are operating in Foo- 
chow, with a total yearly output 
valued at, $100,000. 

The pillow consists of two parts, 
made . separately by different 
artisans. Tho body or framework 
is made of.two thin boarda, squaré 
or circular, fitted on the ends of 
two parallel wooden sticks, about 
the length of the pillow. This work 
ts done by ‘body makers to’ the 
order of the ‘pillow makers. On 


‘reaching, ‘the pillow: makers, the 


bodies are ‘braced: with . rattan 
peclings strung from - the edge of 
one board to the other, parallel to 
the wooden. sticks, which join the 
two boards together at or near 
thelr - centre. When the rattan 
peelings are strung around the 
edge of the boards, o sort of a web 
‘is formed-and the rough bodies now 
have the shape of a pillow. Over 
the web, a piece ‘of leather or rattan’ 
matting Is Jaid and after some 
finishing work the pillow is ready 
for the market, The leather pillow 
is generally: conted with a layer of 
“raw" lacquer mixed’ with wheat 
flour and then painted with lacquer, 
once’or . several times, The more 
costly kind {is.usually figured or 
gilded... Tho':rattan matting: is 


woven on to the pillow by women, |. 


which gives better wear than cover- 


ing with ready made matting. The| . 


pillows are from eight inches to 
four or five feet long, and the girth 
about a foot ard a half. All the 
raw materials are of local :produc- 
tion. 7s ae ; 
- The -pillowa are exported mostly 
to Fukien interfor and the South

A pair of amall common pillows is 
sold at 70 cents, and a pair 14 
inches long of better finish fetches

are good conductors of heat, they 
are used not only for the head but 
also for the feet and other, parts of 
the body in summer, It is ‘common 
to see a. wealthy man with one at 
his head, another:- at his feet and 
one or two more at his sides or 
under the armpits, to cool his body. 
A good. pillow Insts’ for a dozen 
years, but the inferior soon becomes 
useless, In the cold season the 
pillows’ are covered with cotton 
cloth to make them retain the heat. 


The rough bodies of the pillow 
are either obtained from the local 
makers or imported from Yenping 
the place where the pillow-making 
trade orlginated, at‘nbout.

THE AMERICAN ANTI-WAR 
PACT. 


Judging by Mr: F. B, Kellogg’s 
latest pronouncement, he con- 
tinues to be quite pleased with 
what has taken place since he an- 
‘nounced the desirability not only 
of France and the United States 
agrecing upon an anti-war pact 
but as to its being. extended to as 
many nations as would enter upon 
such an undertaking. In one of 
the latest telegrams on the sub- 
ject, Mr. Kellogg, who seems'to 
have been unusually successful as 
Secretary of the United States’ 
State Department, mentions the 
“encouraging replies from Great 
Britain, Germany, Italy, Japan’ 
and the British Dominions”. as 
also the almost ‘equally important 
fact that “several other Govern- 
ments have formally indicated a 
desire to participate.” If these

At first it was thought to expand 
“skyward” by adding a floor to the 
existing building, but the project 
was vetoed by the Building Autho- 
rity Because local regulations did 
not permit a building to be-of more 
than‘a Hmited height In proportipn 
with the ‘width of the thoroughfare 
Unluckily for 
the, Dafry Farm Company, the 
height of their building is calculat- 
ed by its Wyndham-atreet elevation 
tnsteid-of the Albert-rond frontage, 
on which aide the ‘height of the 
building is well bolow the, limit. 

Faced with the very real. necea- 
sity, for: immediate expansion | in 
order to cope, efficiently with their 
large business, the Company con- 
sulted their architects, Messrs. 
Leigh and Orange when their eri- 
ginal plans were turned: down. 

It was then that attention was 
turned'to the triangular plece of 
ground at the back of the Dairy 
Farm building, which although It 
had been owned by the Company 
for many years, had alwaya been 
regarded by unprofessional eyes 
more or less as “waste” land, in 
view of its small: size, shape and 
sloping nature, . 
| After a survey of the. land, how- 
ever, Messrs. Leigh and Orange re- 
commended that the Innd be built 
upon as an exterision of the preaent 
building, with the assurance that 
the additional space to be gained 
by the Company would more than 
fill its present needa. 

Plans were. accordingly | drawr 
up, submitted to and passed by the 
Building Authority, and the job 
was immediately let out to Messrs. 
Lam Woo, who hope to complete 


the extension before the end of the’ 


year. vat 

A “China Mail’ man was given 
an opportunity of seeing the plans 
of the extension, by courtesy of Mr, 
Manuk, Secretary of the Company, 
yesterday, peo 
¢ ' ‘The Extension. 

The extenston, which will be in 
keeping with the general outer ap- 
pearance and of the same height as 
the main building, to which it will 
be connected internally, will have 
two storeya on the Albert-road 
frontage and three on the Wynd- 
ham-street elevation. 

The lower floor on the Albert- 
road side, will have two good sized 
hygienically constructed  apart- 
ments with separate entrances, and 
shere will be housed the Ice Depot 
and the Dairy Department, respec- 
tively. 

At the back of these apartments, 
on the same floor level, but facing 
Wyndham-street, on which eleva- 
tion it will be well above street- 
level (with godowns occupying the 
space underneath), and therefore 
light and airy, will be housed the 
Compradere Department and the 
Cold Storage extension. 

The floor above, on both eleva- 
tions, well ventilated with windows 
on two sides and a broad balconv 
overlooking Wyndham-street, will 
be given up entirely for quarters 
for the many Chinese servants and 
workmen of the Company. 

Two round windows on the Al- 
bert-road side of the upper. floor, 
together with the tasteful balcony 
on the other frontage will give 3 
decidedly pleasing appearance to 
the new extension, which, when 
completed, will be a source of pride 
to the Company and credit to the

A’ short sketch of the life of 
Confucius and.a short description 
of the social and political condi- 
‘tions both before and during Con- 
fuclus's time may help us to un- 
derstand better his teaching. Con- 
fucius ‘was born. in 561 B.C. In the 
feudal state of Lu, now a part of, 
the Shantung province. At fifteen 
his mind was set on learning and| 
at thirty he stood firm in his con-| 
victions, In his 22nd year he be- 
gan his.career asa teachor. ‘When 
he was 60, the Duke of Lu made 
him minister of justice and acting 
prime - minister. He at’ once 
brought order out of the chabtic 
state of affairs, and the people 
began to Ive comfortably undar a 
good government. The Duke of 
Chi, a neighbouring state of Lu; 
became jenlous of its prosperity 
and resorted’ to corrupt the Duke 
by-a' present of some beautiful 
courtesans. When Confucius 
found that. the Duke wus. bent: 
more on pleasure than on the task 
of government, he left Lu to svek 
employment at the courts of other 
feudal lords, Now it must be re- 
membered that’ Confucius was not 
specially attracted by the glory 
and power of-a high office, but by 
the opportunity offered by a, gov- 
ernmental position to carry pat his

Thus he says: “A man 
should say: I am not. concerned 
that I havé no place, I am pon- 
cerned how I may fit myself for 
one, I am not concerned that I 
am not known, I seek to. be worthy 
to be known.” He gathered round 
him a number of disciples who 
came to him from all, parts of the 
country.. “With them his frequent 
themes of discourse were the Book 
of Poetry; the Book of History, and 
the maintenance of the rules. of 
propriety.” 
“My ‘Time to Die.” 

‘When the end of‘-his life was 
near, ‘he. said, “No - intelligent 
monarch rises; there-is not one in 
the Empire that will make me his 
master. My name has come to die.” 


He died in 479 B.C., sustained to 


‘|}the last, moment by the firm con- 


viction that ‘““Heaven would not 
let the cause of truth perish,” 
‘How can we explain the unsuc- 
cessful career of Confucius dur- 
ing his life time. seeing that he Is 
such ‘an honoured. personality in 
later ages? 


For an explanation we must get ‘ 


back to the history. of China of his 
time. China wag.then in the 
feudal ages. The central govern- 
ment, the Chow Dynasty, was weak 
and was enjoying a nominal exist- 
ence. At the time of Confucius it 
was nothing but a countiy of civil 
wars among the feudal states and 
the king was powerless to enforce
